Even if this material 
should' be air-dried it would lose only a 
small part of its chemical properties and 
200 pounds of it scattered over one acre 
of ground would increase the. corn crop 
on that acre ten bushels, if not more 
The manufacture of fertilizer of this 
kind would demand very little capital. 


Eleven'samples of river slime, which 


results from sewage in the streams, were 
examined, one''of the samples .beta; 
nothing more than common river mud 
The report shows that common rive 
mud, valued on the amount of nitrogei 
phosphoric acid and potash, ingredient 
used in the manufacture of all-fertil 
zers, is worth 86 cents a ton. 


Equals Bast Fertilizer. 


The slime containing the heaviest de- 


>osit of sewage was found to be worth, 
)y the same standard,'$10.60 a ton. The 
most valuable river' slime 
contained, 


according to the actual market price, 
$4.82 worth of nitrogen, $2.25 worth of 
phosphoric acids and $3.53 worth of pot- 
ash in each ton. Mr Barnard declared 
that a ton of ordinary fertilizer, selling 
for $30, contains no more of these chem- 
icals, and that the manufactured fer- 
tilizer is worth no more in increasing a 
farmer's crops. 


Other specimens .of river slime exam-

he bottom of Indiana rivers were said

'this is the first time that this experi- 
ment has been conducted in America

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N AN earlier issue of The Sentinel 


this week the . remarkably interest 
ing program and exhibit of the In 


diana School for Feeble-Minded Youth 
•was noted at length. This exhibit, with 
the display' of the accomplishments of 
the'pupils at the close of the school year 
is an annual event which attracts hun- 
dreds from the city and elsewhere. It 
is to be regretted that a larger number 
of Fort Wayne people fail to realize 
that they are welcome on this occasion, 
•a* the work .presented is always a sur- 
prising revelation of the accomplish 
ments of those who are counted men- 
tally delinquent. 
It is the purpose of this reference to 


show by the use of photographs taken 
at the school'this week ft few of the ex- 
amples of handiwork of the boys and 
girls. Only a very limited number of 
subjects could be selected from he largo 
display, but these serve to illustrate the 
fact that while these boys and girls 
are deficient in some of their faculties, 
their minds and hands yield readily to 
the leadership of patient sympathetic 
instructors; some of whom have been en- 
need in-the work for years and know 
that theirs is a noble calling. 


The views present a general picture of 


the main buildings, the photograph hav- 
ing been.made at a time when the 
foliage was off the trees, shrubbery and 


vines, and also a picture of the school 
building in which most of the speci- 
mens of work were produced during th« 
regular hours and course of study. 


The exhibit is held each spring in the 


chapel of the main building, shown in 
the larger view as the central building 
with the tower. The fourteen instruc- 
tors whose pupils' work form the ex- 
hibit, have charge of the decoration of 
the large hall and the display of the 
work of the pupils on the walls and 
tables. 
The Art Eihibit. 


All of. the photographs of the work 


of the pupils were made by The Sen- 
tinel staff photographer; the others are 
by Perry. One of these shows a few 
of the specimens from the art depart- 
ment, in charge of Miss Marie Winter- 
mote, who aloo has the responsibility of 
the grammar work. The selections .n 
the photograph show a crayon drawing 
of a pupil from lifo, a design in poster 
effect using as a subject a building and 
surroundings on the school grounds, a 
landscape from nature, and a sketch 
from the school, looking toward the 
city. Two of the designs show skill m 
decorative composition. 
Many of the 


best specimens of the work of the pupils 
cannot be .shown because of the fact 
that their beauty lies in their colorings, 
which do not permit of presentation by 


photography. The art exhibit was one 
of the most highly complicated sec- 
tions of the exhibit. 


Beautiful Needlework Specimens. 
Th« art needlework display attracted 


the admiring comments of the ladies 
who appreciate the patience and skill 
needed to produce the wonderful results 
shown. Miss Ada Banks, instructor in 
this branch of work, is surely to be com- 
plimented on the quality of the results 
she has been able to secure from her 
pupils. The photograph shows a few 
eamples of the display, but it cannot ac- 
quaint anyone who ha» not seen the ex- 
hibit with the intricate details of the 
work. 
Arts and Crafts. 


Miss Marie Emge and 
Miss Pearl 


Baldwin, instructors in the manual sloyd 
arts and crafts department, were given 
a large section of the display this year 
and several new things were shown. 
Some of these are shown in two of the 
accompanying 
views. 
A number of 


handsome screens attracted much atten- 
tion. A good many specimens of car- 
pentry and cabinet work illustrated ad- 
vancement in these lines. Some excel- 
lent specimens of pottery were also 
shown, while-the display 
of basket 


weaving formed another important por- 
tion of the display. Hammocks, leather 
work. Vcnitian iron work and specimens 


of wood carving added to a most excel- 
lent display. 
One of the photograph; 


here shown gives some samples of clay 
modeling. This line of • work has not 
been given much attention this year, as 
the pottery work has taken its place. 
The specimens in the photograph former! 
a part of last year's exhibit, but arc 
here shown to demonstrate the artistk 
ability of the pupils. The bust is Ilia' 
of a pupil of the school, modeled from 
life. 
Work With the Beginners. 


In the exhibition of school work, at- 


tention was drawn to a display on one 
of the tables showing the methods of 
Winging the first light to children as 
they enter the school. This important 
duty falls to Mrs. Alk* Summerbell. 
Unable to apply the priVJples which 
obtain in the public or parochial schools 
which deal with normal children, the in 
genuity and the'patience of the teacher 
of this department is ofttimes taxed to 
the utmost, but Mrs. Srnnraerbell. in hei 
years of experience, has applied the idea 
of considering each new pupil as a dis 
tinct problem. Her display included a 
method of teaching the rudiments o 
letter work, whereby the pupil, by trac 
ing with his fingers the depressions cu 
in a smooth board, learns in time to re 
produce the letters with a pencil held i 
the hand. Also, by the use of a piece o 


sandpaper glued to a section of smooth 
bonrd, allowing a portion of the board to 
extend beyond the paper, the thought of 
smoothness and roughness is made to 
find lodgment in the'mind of the pupil. 
Charts drawn by the teacher, to show 
the positions of the teeth 
and 
the 


tongue at the time of the pronunciation 
of certain letters, has been found a val- 
uable aid.

Irs. Summerbell. "has been of great aid 
n instances where the 
pupil hasn' 


trengtb of mind sufficient to enable hin 
o get his teeth apart when ho ogens hi 
ips to speak. This may seem strang 
.0 those who know nothing of our prob 
ems with these afflicted little ones, hi 
o us it is sometimes a wonderful no 
complishmcnt to have succeeded in ge 
Ling a child to open his month except a 
meal time. The first boy on which th 
plan was tried had learned to rend, but | 
he could not speak because his mouth 
remained closed; but he is now able to 
speak quite well. This little stick, held 
in his hand, was used by him to help 
him open his mouth. By the use of the 
depressed letters in the smooth board, 
wo have accomplished quite a good deal. 
One boy, in particular, was able to com- 
pose a letter to his father, and the lat- 
ter was overjoyed tn find that the son 


ad been able to do something within 
iis first year here that he never expected 
iim to be able to do, because of his men- 
,al condition." 


The Kindergarten.
